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A Report on 


The Twenty-Second N ational Council 
of Phi Delta Kappa

HE NATIONAL COUNCIL of Phi Delta Kappa 

met in the Illinois Room of the Hotel LaSalle, 
Chicago, December 28-31, 1949. Present were 63 
delegates and 35 alternates from campus chap- 
ters, 47 delegates and 9 alternates from field chap- 
ters. The transportation of the delegates is car- 
ried in the national budget, so as usual nearly all 
chapters were represented, 110 out of 119 chap- 
ters. National officers, district representatives, and 
committee chairmen made a total of 175 Phi 
Delta Kappans present in official capacity, plus 
other visitors. 

From outside its official membership, the Coun- 
cil heard speeches from Brothers Herold C. Hunt, 
General Superintendent of the Chicago Public 
Schools, and William F. Russell, President of the 
World Organization of the Teaching Profession. 
Reports of these and addresses by national officers 
Farle O. Liggitt and George C. Kyte will appear 
in a later issue of this magazine. 

The council also received reports from national 
secretary Russell E. Jonas, national treasurer Doug- 
las G. Grafflin, and national historian Gladstone 
H. Yeuell. 


THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY REPORTS 


“T have seen thirteen councils,’’ remarked execu- 
tive secretary Paul M. Cook in preface to his sta- 
tistical report, “‘but I have never seen the council 
which was not devoted to the promotion of the 
best for Phi Delta Kappa. 

“Much could be said about the achievements of 
Phi Delta Kappa over the years. We are justly 
proud of the Dictionary of Education, of our na- 
tional magazine, of our emphasis on Teaching as 
a Man’s Job, of our part in the development of 
the World Organization of the Teaching Profes- 
sion, of our contribution to the Recruitment of 
Teachers, to mention some of our activities, and 
also of the numerous constructive activities being 


carried on independently by the chapters. Even so, 
the future seems to dare Phi Delta Kappa to greater 
service, more outstanding leadership, and more sig- 
nificant research... . ” 

The biennium has seen growth so that we now 
have a total of 67 campus chapters and 52 field 
chapters, a total of 119. 

During the 40th fiscal year, chapters reported 
3,587 initiates, largest in the history of the frater- 
nity. Total number of initiates in the history of 
the fraternity to June 1, 1949, was 45,472 men. 
Losses by death and otherwise give an enrollment 
of 42,303 as of May 31, 1949. Maintaining good 
standing were 19,563, or a percentage of 46.2. 
According to reports given the professional inter- 
fraternity council, Phi Delta Kappa is the largest 
professional fraternity and leads in the percentage 
of members in good standing. 


THE NATIONAL COMMISSIONS REPORT 
Selective Recruitment 


“The national commission on the selective re- 
cruitment of teachers’’ will take the place of the 
earlier commission on the recruitment of teachers. 
The change in title indicates a change in emphasis. 
While it is pointed out that there is still a severe 
shortage of adequately qualified teachers in the

headquarters in the Hotel Claridge. 
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THIS ISSUE OF THE PHI DELTA KAPPAN con- 
tains the annual list of dissertations under way in 
education.

The list is read also by 
serious students of education who wish to keep 
informed of the growing edge in education. 

The list of authors contains the names of many 
of those who will be in positions of leadership in 
American education. Increasingly the doctorate is 
becoming a prerequisite for professional leader- 
ship.—R. L. H. 





elementary field and in some secondary fields, Phi 
Delta Kappa will increasingly devote its efforts 
to the business of interesting the better quality 
of students in careers in teaching. “The selective 
recruitment of teachers will remain a critical prob- 
lem through the decade 1950 to 1960. About 
100,000 teachers per year will be needed during 
the next decade. Elementary education needs most 
teachers during the next five years, and the de- 
mand for secondary teachers will increase sharply 
in 1956 and the following years.” 

Giving the report of the commission to the 
council, Chairman John C. Whinnery said, “Only 
ten of the 48 states feel that the present enrollment 
of teacher-training people will balance the demand 
in the next three-year period. The other 38 states 
indicate a large shortage of teacher candidates. 

“There is no substitute for personal recruitment. 
The strong personal appeal of the teacher or ad- 
ministrator, the friendly, intimate, but definite 
guidance, the emphasis on service to mankind— 
these are the strategic approaches to successful 
recruitment. The key person is the classroom 
teacher. 

“Not only must we enroll an increased number 
of students in the schools of education, but we 
must select boys and girls of high quality. Prac- 
tically every problem in the public school stems 
from, deals with, or is dependent upon personnel. 
The educational enterprise has ranged far beyond 
the three R’s and has made the school responsible 
for the whole child, the development of an in- 
tegrated personality, the building of social sen- 
sitivity, respect for the individual in our society, 
and the meaning and practice of good citizen- 
ship. . . . We must find better teachers. It means 
meticulous inspection of test data and accurate ob- 


servation of behavior to determine who should 
teach. We need teachers with a realistic philosophy 
of education, a sound knowledge of child growth, 
an understanding of the complexities of our cul- 
ture, a good working knowledge of the technical 
requirements of classroom teaching, and the atti- 
tude that theirs is a vital mission in life.” 

The council urges all chapters to continue their 
efforts to acquaint competent young people with 
opportunities in the field of education, and “to 
continue to work for improvements in (a) condi- 
tions of work, (b) compensation and security, 
(c) social status and (d) other matters of teacher 
welfare which might encourage capable young 
people to enter and remain in the profession; and 
be it further 

“Resolved: That Phi Delta Kappa commend the 
N.E.A. commission on Teacher Education and Pro- 
fessional Standards for the very fine work being 
achieved in the improvement of teacher education, 
certification standards, and in the selective recruit- 
ment of teachers.” 


International Educational Cooperation 


“There is soon to be a united world organization 
of teachers!” says William F. Russell, president 
of Teachers College, Columbia University, and 
president of the World Organization of the Teach- 
ing Profession. W.O.T.P. is the largest interna- 
tional organization for teachers, but efforts to pre- 
sent a united voice for teachers to the United Na- 
tions and Unesco have been handicapped by the 
existence of competing organizations. A tentative 
plan for fusion of these organizations has been 
worked out in committees, to make possible a 
united voice for teachers. The plan will be offered 
to the several international teachers’ organizations 
at their next sessions. Details of the plan will be 
given publication after consideration by officers 
of the several agencies. 

The council voted the approval of the proposal, 
a legal procedure giving to the plan the support 
of one affiliated organization of W.O.T.P. Sched- 
uled for the March issue of THE PHI DELTA KapP- 
PAN is a report from Brother Russell, giving more 
information. The next meeting of the World Or- 
ganization of the Teaching Profession is to be 
held next summer in Ottawa, Canada. 

The council by resolution requests support for 
the program of education in the occupied coun- 
tries, even if it requires twenty-five years to ac- 
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complish the objectives of the program. The coun- 
cil asks federal agencies that civil service status not 
give unqualified men consideration for educational 
duties, that only men qualified professionally by 
training and experience be selected to supervise 
and administer the program of re-education. It 
asks further that the contractual status of educators 
selected for overseas duties in education be for 
periods of at least a full year, with longer periods 
the standard practice. 


Research 


National historian Gladstone H. Yeuell re- 
ported for the commission on Research and Pro- 
gram. The work of this commission has been 
especially fruitful in magazine features, and is 
thus well known to readers of THE PH! DELTA 
KAPPAN. 

The activities of the Commission on Research 
and Program will be continued, both at the chap- 
ter level and through the national magazine. The 
commission itself was discharged, the executive 
committee being charged with expressing the in- 
terest of the fraternity on national legislative mat- 
ters as occasions may arise. 


Support of Public Education 


Edgar L. Morphet, University of California, 
presented the report of the Commission for the 
Support of Public Education. (Printed in the Jan- 
uary issue of THE PHI DELTA KAPPAN, pages 198- 
207.) The council wished this effort continued. 
Discussion of the report centered around the prob- 
lem of whether public tax funds should in any 
way support the activities of private and sectarian 
institutions. Although far from unanimous, the 
council in the report of its resolutions committee 
expressed itself as follows: 

“Resolved: That the Twenty-second National 
Council of Phi Delta Kappa endorse the Commis- 
sion’s recommendation that the federal govern- 
ment provide adequate financial assistance to pub- 
lic school services—taking care to see that no funds 
raised through public taxation be allocated to the 
support of sectarian or other non-public schools, 
and be it further 

“Resolved: that the constituent chapters of Phi 
Delta Kappa be requested to study the Commission 
Report, discuss it, and report appropriate recom- 
mendations to the Commission; and be it further 

“Resolved: that Phi Delta Kappa strive to make

available to the general public full knowledge of 
the issues therein set forth.” 


THE FUNCTIONS OF CHAPTERS 


“Should field chapters initiate members?” was 
a question asked the committee on fraternity func- 
tion and organization, established by the last na- 
tional council. Frederick G. Neel, of Canterbury 
College, Danville, Indiana, made the report for 
the committee, which was composed of Tracy Tyler 
of the University of Minnesota, C. M. Long of 
the Oakmont, Pennsylvania, schools, Claude Dil- 
linger, Bloomington, Illinois, and Arvey C. Diet- 
tert, of Cincinnati, Ohio. The committee polled 
the chapters of the fraternity, to get reports from 
42. The findings of the survey “support unequiv- 
ocally” the recommendation that “the right to 
initiate should be reserved solely to the campus 
chapter.” ‘The emphasis in recruitment by field 
chapter membership should be placed on the re- 
turn of nominal membership to active status.” 

Discussing the functions and processes of the 
chapters, the following paragraphs are of interest: 

“The campus chapter is particularly fitted, and 
in the best position, to indoctrinate the prospective 
teacher—the young professional man—in the 
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ideals, purposes and concepts of the fraternity and 
its professional objectives, to relate these to his 
professional life and to assist him in his period of 
training for a career in education.” 

Other functions of such chapters include the 
stimulation of the prospective educator toward a 
continuing interest in the educational program, 
fellowship, ‘to keep members abreast of problems 
and needs in education,’’ securing young men to 
enter the teaching profession, the encouragement 
of graduate study, research, and scholarship. The 
chapter should further assist in keeping the public 
informed on education, and build in members the 
desire to be professionally well fitted for their jobs 
at all times. Finally, such chapters ‘‘encourage the 
young man by placing him in an association with 
leaders of American education, providing faculty 
and students a common ground on which to meet 
in the treatment of educational problems. 

The general purpose of the field chapter “‘is 
to make available to field members opportunities 
through which the fellowship and other benefits 
associated with membership can be enjoyed. It is 
also the purpose of the field chapter to continue 
the development of the ideals of research, service, 
and leadership as functions of Phi Delta Kappa 
membership.” Besides promoting fraternity inter- 
ests, the field chapter stimulates professional 
growth of men in educational service, assists mem- 
bers in finding solutions for actual school prob- 
lems, searches for and recommends prospective 
members of the highest type, encourages able 
young men and women to select teaching as a 
career, provides for exchange of information and 
facts from men from many campus chapters and 
various educational interests. 


A Stupy oF NOMINAL MEMBERSHIP 


Who are the nominal members, and why don’t 
they maintain active membership? The committee 
created by the 21st national council took a list of 
311 nominal members in the Chicago area for 
study. The committee received replies from 79. 
Of the 79 replies, 49 stated they wished to main- 
tain membership; 26 said they wished to with- 
draw from the fraternity. The major reason for 
withdrawal was that the men were out of the 
teaching profession. A comment from chairman 
Eric O. May, is interesting: 

“As we went over this list of 311 men we dis- 
covered a considerable number of prominent col- 
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lege professors and public school superintendents 
and principals on the list and thought it desirable 
to make a check. . . . We know personally 95 of 
the men on the list to be such persons.” 

Even though these men do not maintain mem- 
bership, suggested Brother May, what part did Phi 
Delta Kappa play in developing them for such po- 
sitions of leadership? 

The committee further urges an improved sys- 
tem of dues collection by some chapters, because 
many of the nominal members said they did not 
regularly receive statements of dues payable from 
their chapters. As of this date, 24 of the 311 men 
approached actually paid up, 11 are known to 
have moved from the area, and 14 others could 
not be found by the postoffice. 

The committee was composed of Eric O. May, 
Burton Duffy, and Harry W. Wood. 

An interim committee was created to consider 
further the problems of fraternity membership, 
such as selection, orientation, assimilation, and 
conservation. 


A PERMANENT HOME FOR THE 
NATIONAL OFFICE? 


The increasing membership made it necessary to 
employ more people to process records of initia- 
tion, so that the national office staff was crowding 
the offices which have housed the national head- 
quarters. The 21st national council asked the in- 
terim housing committee what to do about it, and 
whether Phi Delta Kappa should have its own 
home. 

The first question the housing committee an- 
swered by saying that additional floor space should 
be made by an addition to the building at the pres- 
ent location if the landlord would do it. He agreed 
on the basis of a lease of not less than five years, 
and an increase in rent from $200 a month to $250 
per month. The lease has been made, the addi- 
tional room has been built, and the installation of 
necessary lighting and other facilities is in process. 

The committee, composed of Lewis W. Wil- 
liams, E. B. Sessions, and Don Rogers, refused 
to answer the second question as to a permanent 
home for the fraternity, saying that more informa- 
tion was needed for such a decision. The 22nd na- 
tional council continues an interim committee to 
“study the matter of purchase or construction of a 
national home office,” this study to be coordinated 
with other planning toward the 50th anniversary 
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of Phi Delta Kappa in 1956. The committee is 
charged to investigate comparative costs of rental 
and ownership, geographical location, methods of 
financing, type of structure needed, and experi- 
ences in rental and ownership of other comparable 
organizations. (You are invited to address to the 
national executive committee any statement of ap- 
proval or criticism, any fact or experience you 
may have to share.

REPORT ON A CODE OF ETHICS 


The report of the Committee on Standards and 
Ethics says, in part: 

“Phi Delta Kappa is a unique organization, 
characterized by a membership interested in pro- 
fessional education and thus any code of ethics 
would also be unique. Also, that the Phi Delta 
Kappa membership should all be involved in the 
planning of a code, because ultimately they would 
all have a part in putting such a code into opera- 
tion. 

“A major portion of the people with whom this 
has been discussed feel strongly that if we are to 
have a code, there should be some means of ad- 
ministering this code. That is, a code of ethics 
should have teeth in it and should be of a nature 
not only to expel members who are unethical, but 
also to protect those who are attacked and need 
protection. 

“A third point which appears when discussing 
a code is the matter of practicing racial and re- 
ligious discrimination even though such discrim- 
ination is unconstitutional in Phi Delta Kappa. 
(This is a difficult problem with many implica- 
tions. ) 

“A fourth idea which seems to be running in 
the minds of many people is the fear of a stereo- 
type code of ethics. ( This is closely related to what 
has already been said.) For example, “The breaking 
of contracts by either party is an unethical type 
of thing.’ It may sound strange, but it has begun 
to dawn on some ‘that possibly the concept of 
vertical mobility is a tremendously important one 
in the whole field of education, and that if a 
teacher at any time has the opportunity to better 
himself and such teacher can be replaced, that the 
ethical approach is for this teacher to be allowed 
to progress. There are those who feel that for 
the good of the profession at large, teachers should 
be allowed this type of progress. In other words, 
when the welfare of the profession at large is at 
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stake, the local community should yield.’ This, of 
course, needs careful consideration and certainly 
needs the establishment of ethical procedures. 

“A fifth item which looms large upon the ho- 
rizon is what is going to be the stand of Phi Delta 
Kappa on the matter of communists and fascists 
holding down teaching positions? Should this sort 
of thing be in a code of ethics? 

“A sixth item which seems to come up repeatedly 
is the problem of ethics revolving around research. 
This problem seems to divide itself into two dis- 
tinct areas; one, that there are certain colleges which 
publish works under the professor’s name where 
the work is done largely by students, and the sec- 
ond factor is that there is a definite feeling that 
some of the research being done lacks integrity. 

“The seventh item implied in the discussions 
and letters received regarding ethics is the prob- 
lem of the lack of a professional ‘esprit de corps.’ 
We seem to be in search of professional harmony 
or at least some guide lines. It appears, too, that 
educators are really concerned with a whole new 
look at values. 

“Eighth, the whole tendency of education to- 
ward research at the expense of master teaching has 
been raised as a problem of ethics from time to 
time. Do we wish to consider this? 

“Ninth, the communism which has already been 
mentioned refers somewhat to politics, but what 
about the problem of lobbying? Should we par- 
ticipate in groups which are pressure groups or 
should we remain inactive and aloof in these mat- 
ters? 

“A tenth point may be or may not be, depending 
upon your philosophy, a matter of ethics. The 
problem centers around the developing of an atti- 
tude of social consciousness, whereby we become 
a constructive and deliberate force through our 
actions and examples to bring about certain needed 
social reforms. Is it ethical for a Phi Delta Kappan 
to take a passive attitude toward injustices which 
he knows prevail in his community on the grounds 
that he is likely to be hurt personally and pro- 
fessionally? This is a subtle point. (The spirit 
herein intended is not that ‘1 am my brother’s 
keeper,’ but ‘I am my brother’s brother.’ ) 

“The eleventh question which is occasionally 
raised centers about the ethics of ‘teacher merit.’ 
Whether we like it or not, merit rating is going 
on, generally in the framework of anarchy. How- 
ever, there are cases, and many of them, where a 
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school system has a rigid merit rating program 
but none of the rest of the personnel administra- 
tion program which is necessary in a good educa- 
tional program. In other words, merit rating, yes; 
but it is only a part of something and not con- 
sidered the hub of the issue. 

“Twelfth, it is almost universally true that 
everyone is concerned with the protection of the 
‘spirit of inquiry.’ Few people doubt that there is 
an attack upon academic freedom. Can we counter 
this through the establishment of ethics?” 

Supplementing the commission report, Chair- 
man D. D. Darland of Pacific University at Forest 
Grove, Oregon, said: “Throughout history institu- 
tions have always nurtured the seed of their own 
decay. This is true of governments, and it is true 
of Phi Delta Kappa. One such ‘seed of decay’ is the 
rationalization of many that an institution is a 
superhuman personality which can be either 
blamed or blessed. Such a myth sits heavy upon 
the brow of any man’s ‘spirit of inquiry’ who ac- 
cepts it. Such a man assumes he is either being dic- 
tated to or that he is fully protected and therefore 
fritters away his responsibilities for participation. 
This is the surrender of his freedom and results 
in the loss of rights by failure to act. Not being 
a historian, I do not now remember who it was 
that predicted at the time of the Missouri Com- 
promise that it would cause a civil war, but I re- 
member well that it was predicted. The man who 
made the prediction observed a small cloud which 
others failed to recognize. Maybe we have a cloud 
forming in Phi Delta Kappa, when you hear such 
statements coming from brothers as “Why don’t 
you make it worthwhile?” I cannot view the situa- 
tion with complacency. It appears to me that it 
is up to the members to make it worthwhile by 
participation.” 

The council continued the function of the stand- 
ards and ethics committee in the new committee 
which it renamed ‘“The Committee on Professional 
Relations.”’ ““This committee will expand its exist- 
ing responsibilities to include such items as field 
and campus chapter relationships, the relationships 
to other professions, and the relationships to other 
organizations which are having an influence upon 
the profession of education.” 


PUBLICATIONS 


The newsletter is a ‘‘must’”’ for each chapter, 
said the council. Encouragement was given to chap- 
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ter publication of such items as calendars, news- 
letters, yearbooks, handbooks, directories, and bul- 
letins. 

Need was expressed for further development 
of communication at the district level. 

The council commended the quality of the na- 
tional magazine and continues present editorial 


policy. 
HANDBOOK FOR CHAPTER OFFICERS 


An outline for a handbook to be placed into the 
hands of chapter officers was given general ap- 
proval, and a committee provided to continue in 
the production of this handbook. 


RITUAL 


A proposed new ritual was demonstrated by an 
interim committee headed by Joseph B. Rovegno 
of Pittsburgh. The council thought it offered some 
improvements over the present ritual, but felt 
also that the matter should receive some further 
study. The executive committee was charged to 
give this further study, with direction that long 
and short forms of the initiation ritual be offered 
for uptional use by the local chapter. Initiated into 
Zeta Chapter of Phi Delta Kappa in the initiation 
ceremony were Norman Bracker Brice, 611 Hall 
Street, Tama, Iowa; Heath Kenyon Riggs, Rich- 
mond, Vermont; and Keith Robert Jewell, 8214 
S. Ingleside, Chicago 19, Illinois. 


NECROLOGY 


The Council stood with bowed heads, remem- 
bering the services of the brothers who in the past 
two years had passed on to the chapter beyond. 
The necrology report listed the names of 255 
brothers, including such stalwarts in education as 
Edgar G. Doudna, Rudolph D. Lindquist, Shelton 
J. Phelps, Carl E. Seashore, Edward L. Thorndike, 
and Clifford Woody. 


More CHAPTER AND DiIstTRICT EFFORTS 


The reports of the several national commissions 
indicated difficulties in getting chapters to move in 
concerted action. It was the concensus of opinion 
that the national organization did not wish to tell 
chapters what they should do beyond a certain min- 
imum. Further to spread the activities of the frater- 
nity, and to encourage the development of local 
and district projects, the council made an appropti- 
ation of $9,265 in the biennium for district proj-

REVIEWING a quarter of a century as a faculty 
member in the Teachers College of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, editor Gordon Hendrick- 
son writes in The School Bell, September, 1949, 
of the following incident from the summer of 
1928, when Edward L. Thorndike served as a 
member of the faculty at the University of Cin- 
cinnatt: 

“Thorndike gave one public address during 
his stay in Cincinnati. This was at a luncheon 
sponsored by Phi Delta Kappa. The address was 
informal but remarkably effective, graceful in 
phrasing and penetrating in its insights. It was 
exactly fifteen minutes in length, and some one 
remarked to Thorndike that he had packed much 
into so brief a time. His answer was that he 
had spent fifteen hours preparing the address, 
at his standard rate of one hour of preparation 
for each minute of a public talk.”

A committee composed of the seven district 
representatives was asked to consider the seven- 
district organization of the fraternity, and to offer 
a revision for consideration at the next national 
council.

A lapel recognition button based on the frater- 
nity crest is authorized as an addition to fraternity 
jewelry. Its use is optional. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Officers were elected in the session Friday night. 
The procedure requires a nominating committee 
to make two nominations for each office. Addi- 
tional nominations come from the floor. A brief 
sketch of professional activities is given by friends 
of the candidate, the time for such speeches being 
limited. 

On this evening the president found it harder 
to bring the delegates together because of the sing- 
ing of a volunteer barber shop quartette, which 
grew to include half the council gathered around 
the piano in the back of the room. The harmony 
thus begun was continued in hotly contested elec- 
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tions, with more nominations from the floor than 
had been received from the nominating commit- 
tee. We have seen many groups broken up by 
elections, but in this case everybody thought more 
of each other when it was over than when the 
contest began! 

District representatives were elected in separate 
meetings, by districts. The list of elected officers 
is given on the inside front cover page of THE PHI 
DELTA KAPPAN. 


BUDGET 


For the 42nd fiscal year, 1950-51, a budget of 
$91,500 was adopted, and for the 43rd fiscal year 
a budget of $94,500. The council provided for 
the servicing of the unexpected increase in mem- 
bership by a supplement to the earlier budget for 
the year 1949-50, not to exceed the revised esti- 
mated expenditure of $87,885. Upon recommen- 
dation also of the budget committee, the council 
adopted a resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of an interim committee to study salary sched- 
ules for the offices of executive secretary, editor, 
and office manager, and instructed the executive 
committee to “consider and act within the limits 
of the income received,” upon receipt of such re- 
port ‘‘as early in the biennium as practicable.” 


A BoarpD oF DIRECTORS? 


The council considered a proposal to reconsti- 
tute its national officers into a board of directors 
with overlapping terms. The proposal was referred 
to an interim committee for further consideration. 

The council expressed a feeling that the stand- 
ards for membership and for the installation of 
campus chapters might be raised. Some definite 
proposals were considered, such as the require- 
ment of at least three faculty members with doc- 
torate degrees, full time in education, be raised to 
five. The council preferred, however, to refer the 
problem to an interim committee for further con- 
sideration, and the new committee on professional 
relations will consider this item. 

The new national executive committee in post- 
council session extended the term of office of Paul 
M. Cook as Executive Secretary, R. L. Hunt as 
Editor-in-Chief, and Dorothy L. Olson as Office 
Manager for the ensuing biennium, i.e., until May 
31, 1952. 

The Twenty-Third National Council of Phi 
Delta Kappa will be held in Chicago, December 
27 to 30, 1951. 








Doctors Dissertations Under Way in 


Education, 


1949-1950

HIS is the twentieth annual list of Doctors’ 

dissertations under way in education, as pre- 
pared by the present writer. In the present com- 
pilation are listed only the new dissertation prob- 
lems that did not appear in the March 1947, 
March 1948, and February 1949 issues of the 
Put DELTA KAPPAN. This means that for a reason- 
ably complete’canvass of thesis problems under 
way four annual lists should be examined. Of 
course a number of these studies have been com- 
pleted and are no longer in the category of prob- 
lems under way. 

Information is available concerning completed 
Doctors’ dissertations in education through the 
annual volume published by the H. W. Wilson 
Company, Doctoral Dissertations Accepted by 
American Universities. The U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation has been urged to resume publication of its 
annual annotated list of completed Masters’ and 
Doctors’ theses in education. This service on the 
part of the Office of Education was interrupted 
during the war period. 

In the present compilation the name of the stu- 
dent, thesis title, and graduate institution are given, 
and in most instances the major advisor or advis- 
ory committee is listed. No differentiation is made 
in this compilation between Ph.D. and Ed.D. 
problems. 

In at least one institution (Colorado State Col- 
lege of Education) two field studies are specified 
to meet the requirements of the Doctor’s degree. 
In a few instances in the universities represented, 
two candidates are working jointly on a common 
problem or on related phases of the same project.
